In  the  year  1879  there  will  be  three  Eclipses :  two  of  the  Sun  and  one  of  the  Moon. 

I.  An  Annular  Eclipse  of  the  Sun,  January  22.  Invisible  in  the  United  States. 
Visible  to  portions  of  South  America  and  Africa. 

II.  An  Annular  Eclipse  of  the  Sun,  July  19.  Invisible  in  the  United  States. 
Visible  to  Africa  and  small  portions  of  Europe  and  Asia. 

III.  A  Partial  Eclipse  of  the  Moon,  December  28.  Invisible  to  the  greater  part 
of  North  America.  To  places  on  the  Pacific  Slope  the  Moon  will  set  in  the  morning 
slightly  tinged  with  the  advancing  penumbral  shade.  Invisible  also  to  South 
America.    "Visible  more  or  less  to  the  rest  of  the  world.

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CONSTITUTION   OF  THE   STATE   OF  OHIO. 

(Adopted  A.  D.  1851.) 

We,  the  people  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  grateful  to  Almighty  God  for  our  free- 
dom, to  secure  its  blessings  and  pi'omote  our  common  welfare,  do  establish  this 
Constitution. 

ARTICLE  I. 

BILL  OF   RIGHTS. 

Section  1.  All  men  are,  by  nature,  free  and  independent,  and  have  certain 
inalienable  rights,  among  wliich  are  those  of  enjoying  and  defending  Ufe  and 
liberty,  acquii-ing,  possessing,  and  protecting  property,  and  seeking  and  obtain- 
ing happiness  and  safety. 

Sec.  2.  All  political  power  is  inherent  in  the  people.  Government  is  instituted 
for  their  equal  protection  and  benefit,  and  they  have  the  right  to  alter,  reform, 
or  abolish  the  same,  whenever  they  may  deem  it  necessary:  and  no  special 
pri-\ileges  or  immunities  shall  ever  be  granted,  that  may  not  be  altered,  revoked, 
or  repealed  by  the  general  assembly. 

Sec.  3.  The  people  have  the  right  to  assemble  together,  in  a  peaceable  man- 
ner, to  consult  for  their  common  good;  to  instruct  their  representatives;  and  to 
petition  the  general  assembly  for  the  i-edress  of  grievances. 

Sec.  4.  The  people  have  the  right  to  bear  arms  for  their  defense  and  security; 
but  standing  armies,  in  time  of  peace,  are  dangerous  to  liberty,  and  shall  not  be 
kept  up;  and  the  militaiy  shall  be  in  strict  subordination  to  the  civil  power. 

Sec.  5.    The  right  of  trial  by  jury  shall  be  inviolate. 

Sec  6.  There  shall  be  no  slavery  in  this  state;  nor  involuntary  servitude, 
unless  for  the  punishment  of  crime. 

Sec.  7.  All  persons  have  a  natural  and  indefeasible  right  to  worshi])  ^Umighty 
God  according  to  the  dictates  of  their  own  conscience.  No  person  shall  be  com- 
pelled to  attend,  erect,  or  support  any  place  of  worship,  or  maintain  any  form 
of  worsliip,  against  his  consent;  and  no  preference  shall  be  given,  by  law,  to 
any  rehgious  society;  nor  shall  any  interference  vith  the  rights  of  conscience 
be  permitted.  No  religious  test  shall  be  required,  as  a  qualification  for  office, 
nor  shall  any  person  be  incompetent  to  be  a  witness  on  accomit  of  his  religious 
belief;  but  nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  to  dispense  with  oaths  and  affirma- 
tions. Religion,  morality,  and  knowledge,  however,  being  essential  to  good 
government,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  general  assembly  to  pass  suitable  laws, 
to  protect  every  rehgious  denomination  in  the  peaceable  enjoyment  of  its  own 
mode  of  public  worship,  and  to  encourage  schools  and  the  means  of  instruc- 
tion. 

Sec.  8.  The  privilege  of  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus  shall  not  be  suspended, 
unless,  in  cases  of  rebel-ion  or  invasion,  the  public  safety  7-equire  it. 

Sec  9.  All  persons  shall  be  bailable  by  sufficient  sureties,  except  for  capital 
offenses  where  the  proof  is  evident,  or  the  presumption  great.  Excessive  bail 
shall  not  be  required ;  nor  excessive  fines  imposed ;  nor  cruel  and  unusual  pun- 
ishments inflicted. 

Sec  10.  Except  in  cases  of  impeachment,  and  cases  arising  in  the  army  and 
navy,  or  in  the  militia  when  in  actual  service  in  time  of  war  or  public  danger, 
and  in  cases  of  petit  larceny  and  other  inferior  offenses,  no  person  shall  be  held 
to  answer  for  a  capital,  or  otherwise  infamous  crime,  unless  on  presentment  or 
indictment  of  a  grand  jury.  In  any  trial,  in  any  court,  the  party  accused  shall  be 
allowed  to  appear  and  defend  in  person  and  with  counsel ;  to  demand  the  nature 
and  cause  of  the  accusation  against  him,  and  to  have  a  copy  thereof ;  to  meet 
the  witnesses  face  to  face,  and  to  have  compulsory  process  to  procure  the 
attendance  of  witnesses  in  his  behalf,  and  a  speedy  public  trial  by  an  impartial 
jury  of  the  county  or  district,  in  which  the  offense  is  alleged  to  have  been  com- 
mitted ;  nor  shall  any  person  be  compelled,  in  any  criminal  case,  to  be  a  witness 
against  himself,  or  be  twice  put  in  jeopardy  for  the  same  offense. 

Sec  11.  Every  citizen  may  freely  speak,  write,  and  publish  his  sentiments  on 
all  subjects,  being  responsible  for  the  abuse  of  the  right ;  and  no  law  shall  be 
passed  to  restrain  or  abridge  the  liberty  of  speech,  or  of  the  press.  lu  all  crim- 
inal prosecutions  for  libel,  the  truth  may  be  given  in  evidence  to  the  jury,  and  if 
it  shall  appear  to  the  juiy,  that  the  matter  charged  as  libelous  is  true,  and  Ts-as 
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published  with  good  motives,  and  for  justifiable  ends,  the  party  shall  be  ac- 
quitted. 

Sec.  r2.  No  person  shall  be  transported  out  of  the  state,  for  any  offense  com- 
mitted within  the  same :  and  no  conviction  shall  work  corruption  of  blood,  or 
forfeiture  of  estate. 

Sec.  13.  No  soldier  shall,  in  time  of  peace,  be  quartered  in  any  house,  -without 
the  consent  of  the  owner;  nor,  in  time  of  war,  except  in  the  manner  prescribed 
by  law. 

Sec.  1 1.  The  right  of  the  people  to  be  secure  in  their  persons,  houses,  papers 
and  possessions,  against  unreasonable  searches  and  seizures  shall  not  be  vio- 
lated, and  no  warrant  shall  issue,  but  upon  probable  cause,  supported  by  oath 
or  affirmation,  particularly  describing  the  place  to  be  searched,  and  the  person 
and  things  to  be  seized. 

Sec.  15,  No  person  shall  be  imprisoned  for  debt  in  any  civil  action,  on  mesne 
or  final  process,  unless  in  cases  of  fraud. 

Sec.  16,  All  courts  shall  be  open,  and  every  person,  for  an  injury  done  him  in 
his  land,  goods,  person,  or  reputation,  shall  have  remedy  by  due  course  of  law; 
and  justice  administered  without  denial  or  delay. 

Sec.  17.  No  hereditary  emoluments,  honors,  or  privileges,  shall  ever  be  granted 
or  conferred  by  this  state. 

Sec.  18.  No  power  of  suspending  laws  shall  ever  be  exercised,  except  by  the 
general  assembly. 

Sec.  19.  Private  property  shall  ever  be  held  inviolate,  but  subservient  to  the 
public  welfare.  When  taken  in  time  of  war  or  other  public  exigency,  impera- 
tively requiring  its  immediate  seizure  or  for  the  purpose  of  making  or  i-epairing 
roads,  which  shall  be  open  to  the  public,  without  charge,  a  compensation  shall 
be  iriade  to  the  owner,  in  money,  and  in  all  other  cases,  where  private  property 
shall  be  taken  for  public  use,  a  compensation  therefor  shall  first  be  made  in 
money,  or  first  secured  by  a  deposit  of  money;  and  such  compensation  shall  be 
assessed  by  a  jury,  without  deduction  for  benefits  to  any  property  of  the  owner. 

Sec.  '20.  This  enumeration  of  rights  shall  not  be  construed  to  impair  or  deny 
olhei-s  retained  by  the  people;  and  all  powers,  not  herein  delegated,  remain  with 
the  people. 

ARTICLE  II. 

LEGISLATIVE. 

Section  1.  Tlie  legislative  power  of  this  state  shall  be  vested  in  a  general 
assembly,  which  shall  consist  of  a  senate,  and  house  of  representatives. 

Sec  2.  Senators  and  representatives  shall  be  elected  bienmally.  by  the  elec- 
tors in  the  respective  counties  or  districts,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  October; 
their  term  of  office  shall  commence  on  the  first  day  of  January  next  thereafter, 
and  continue  two  years. 

Sec.  3.  Senators  and  representatives  shall  have  resided  in  their  respective 
counties,  or  districts,  one  year  next  preceding  their  election,  unless  they  shall 
have  been  absent  on  the  public  business  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  state. 

Sec.  4.  No  person  holding  office  under  the  authoi-ity  of  the  United  States,  or 
any  lucrative  office  under  the  authority  of  this  state,  shall  be  eligible  to.  or  have 
a  seat  in,  the  general  assembly;  but  this  provision  shall  not  extend  to  township 
officers,  justices  of  the  peace,  notaries  public,  or  officers  vf  the  militia. 

Sec.  5.  No  person  hereafter  convicted  of  an  embezzlement  of  the  public 
funds,  shall  hold  any  office  in  this  state;  nor  shall  any  person,  holding  public 
money  for  disbursement,  or  otherwise,  have  a  seat  in  the  general  assembly, 
until  he  shall  have  accounted  for,  and  paid  such  money  into  the  treasury. 

Sec.  6.  Each  house  shall  be  judge  of  the  election,  returns,  and  qualifications 
of  its  o^^^l  members;  a  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to  each  house  shall 
be  a  quorum  to  do  business;  but  a  less  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day. 
and  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members,  in  such  manner,  and  under  such 
penalties,  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  7.  The  mode  of  organizing  the  house  of  representatives,  at  the  com- 
mencement of  each  regular  session,  shall  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  8.  Each  house,  except  as  othei'wise  provided  in  this  constitution,  shall 
choose  its  own  officers,  may  determine  its  own  rule  of  proceeding,  punish  its 
members  for  disorderly  condnct:  and,  with  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds,  expel 
a  member,  but  not  the  second  time  for  the  same  cause;  and  shall  have  all  other 
powers,  necessary  to  provide  for  its  safety,  and  the  undisturbed  transaction  of 
its  business. 

Sec.  0.    Each  house  shall  keep  a  correct  journal  of  its  proceedings,  which  shall  i 
be  published.     At  the  desire  of  any  two  members,  the  yeas  and  nays  shall  be 
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entered  upon  the  journal:  and.  on  the  passage  of  every  bill,  in  either  lioupe.  the 
vote  shall  be  taken  by  yeas  and  nays,  and  entered  upon  the  journal;  and  no  law 
shall  be  passed,  in  either  houLf,  without  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  all  the 
members  elected  thereto. 

Sec.  10.  Any  member  of  either  house  shall  have  the  right  to  protest  against 
any  act.  or  resolution  thereof ;  and  such  protect,  and  the  reasons  therefor, 
shall,  without  alteration,  commitment,  or  delay,  be  entered  upon  the  journal. 

Sec.  11.  All  vacancies  which  may  happen  in  either  house  shall,  for  the  unex- 
pired term,  be  filled  by  election,  as  shall  be  directed  by  law. 

Sec.  12.  Senators  and  representatives,  during  the  session  of  the  general  as- 
sembly, and  in  going  to,  and  rel  uming  from  the  same,  shall  be  privileged  from 
arrest,  in  all  cases,  except  treason,  felony,  or  breach  of  the  peace ;  and  for  any 
speech,  or  debate,  in  either  house,  the}'  shall  not  be  questioned  elsewhere. 

Sec.  13.  The  proceedings  of  both  houees  shall  be  public,  except  in  cases 
which,  in  the  opinion  of  two-thirds  of  those  present,  require  secrecy. 

Sec.  14.  Neiciier  house  shall,  without  the  consent  of  the  other,  adjourn  for 
more  than  two  days,  Sundays  excluded ;  nor  to  any  other  place  than  that,  in 
which  the  two  houses  shall  be  in  session. 

Sec  15.  Bills  may  originate  in  either  house ;  but  may  be  altered,  amended,  or 
rejected  in  the  other. 

Sec.  16.  Every  bill  shall  be  fuUy  and  distinctly  read,  on  three  different  days, 
unless,  in  case  of  urgency,  three-fourths  of  the  house,  in  which  it  shall  be  pend  ■ 
ing.  shall  dispense  with  this  rule.  No  bill  shaU  contain  more  than  one  subject, 
wliich  shall  be  clearly  expressed  in  its  title;  and  no  law  shall  be  revived,  or 
amended,  unless  the  new  act  contain  the  entii-e  act  revived,  or  the  section  or 
secMons  amended;  and  the  section,  or  sections,  so  amended,  shall  be  repealed. 

Sec.  17.  The  presiding  officer  of  each  house  shall  sign,  publicly  in  the  presence 
of  the  house  over  which  he  presides,  while  the  same  is  in  session,  and  capable  of 
transacting  business,  aU  bills  and  joint  resolutions  passed  by  the  general  as- 
sembly. 

Sec  18.  The  style  of  the  laws  of  this  state  shall  be,  "£e  it  enacted  by  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio."' 

Sec  19.  No  senator  or  representative  shall,  during  the  term  for  which  he  shall 
have  been  elected,  or  for  one  year  thereafter,  be  appointed  to  any  civil  office 
under  this  state,  which  shall  be  created  or  the  emoluments  of  which  shail  have 
been  increased,  during  the  term  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected. 

Sec  20.  The  general  assembly,  in  cases  not  provided  for  in  this  constitution, 
shall  fix  the  term  of  office  and  the  compensation  of  all  officers;  but  no  change 
therein  shall  affect  the  salary  of  any  officer  during  his  existing  term,  imless  the 
office  be  abolished. 

Sec.  21.  The  general  assembly  shall  determine,  bylaw,  before  what  authority, 
and  in  what  manner,  the  trial  of  contested  elections  shall  be  conducted. 

Sec  22.  No  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  treasury,  except  in  pursuance  of 
a  specific  appropriation,  made  by  law ;  and  no  appropriation  shaU  be  made  for 
a  longer  period  than  two  years. 

Sec  23.  The  house  of  representatives  shall  have  the  sole  power  of  impeach- 
ment, but  a  majority  of  the  members  elected  must  concur  therein.  Impeach- 
ments shall  be  tried  by  the  senate;  and  the  senators,  when  sitting  for  that 
purpose,  shall  be  upon  oath  or  affirmation  to  do  justice  according  to  law  and 
evidence,  is  o  person  shall  be  convicted  without  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds 
of  the  senators. 

Sec  24.  The  governor,  judges,  and  all  state  officers,  may  be  impeached  for 
any  misdemeanor  in  office ;  but  judgment  shall  not  extend  further  than  removal 
from  office,  and  disqualification  to  hold  any  office,  under  the  authority  of  this 
state.  The  part;^  impeached,  whether  convicted  or  not,  shall  be  hable  to  indict- 
ment, trial,  and  judgment,  according  to  law. 

Sec  25.  All  regular  sessions  of  the  general  assembly  shall  commence  on  the 
first  Monday  of  January,  biennially  The  first  session,  under  this  constitution, 
shall  commence  on  the  first  Monday  of  January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  fifty -two. 

Sec  26.  All  laws,  of  a  general  nature,  shall  have  a  uniform  operation  through- 
out the  state ;  nor,  shall  any  act.  except  such  as  relates  to  public  schools,  be 
passed,  to  take  effect  upon  the  approval  of  any  other  authority  than  the  general 
assembly,  except,  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  constitution. 

Sec  27.  The  election  and  appointment  of  all  officers,  and  the  filling  of  all 
vacancies,  not  otherwise  provided  for  by  this  constitution,  or  the  constitution  of 
the  United  States,  shall  be  made  in  such  manner  as  may  be  directed  by  law ;  but 
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no  appointing  power  shall  be  exercised  by  the  general  assembly,  except  as  pre- 
scribed in  this  constitution,  and  in  the  election  of  Liiited  States  senators;  and  in 
these  cases  the  vote  shall  be  taken  "■viva  voce."' 

Sec.  26.  The  general  assembly  shall  have  no  power  to  pass  retroactive  laws, 
or  laws  impairing  the  obligation  of  contracts;  but  may, by  general  laws,  author- 
ize courts  to  carry  into  effect,  upon  such  terms  as  shall  be  just  and  equitable, 
the  manifest  intention  of  parties,  and  officers,  by  curing  omissions,  defects,  and 
errors,  in  instruments  and  proceedings,  arising  out  of  their  want  of  conformity 
with  the  laws  of  tiiis  state. 

Sec.  29.  No  extra  compensation  shall  be  made  to  any  officer,  public  agent,  cr 
contractor,  after  the  service  shall  have  been  rendered,  or  the  contract  entered 
into;  nor  shall  any  money  be  paid,  on  any  claim,  the  subject  matter  of  which 
shall  not  have  been  provided  for  by  pre-existing  law,  unless  such  compensation, 
or  claim,  be  allowed  by  two-thirds  of  the  members  elected  to  each  branch  of  the 
general  assembly. 

Sec,  30.  No  new  county  shall  contain  less  than  four  hundred  square  miles  of 
territory,  nor  shall  any  county  be  reduced  below  that  amount;  and  all  laws  cre- 
ating new  counties,  changing  county  lines,  or  removing  county  seats,  shall, 
before  taking  elfect,  be  submitted  to  the  electors  of  the  several  counties  to  be 
affected  thereby,  at  the  next  general  election  after  the  passage  thereof,  and  be 
adopted  by  a  majority  of  all  the  electors  voting  at  such  election,  in  each  of  said 
counties;  but  any  county  now  or  hereafter  containing  one  hundred  thousand 
inhabitants,  may  be  divided,  whenever  a  majority  of  the  voters  residing  in  each 
of  the  proposed  divisions  shall  approve  of  the  law  passed  for  that  purpose ;  but 
no  town  or  city  within  the  same  shall  be  divided,  nor  shall  either  of  the  divisions 
contain  less  than  twenty  thousand  inhabitants. 

Sec.  31.  Tlie  members  and  officei"s  of  the  general  assembly  shall  receive  a 
fixed  compensation,  to  be  prescribed  by  law.  and  no  other  allowance  or  perqui- 
sites, either  in  the  payment  of  postage  or  otherwise ;  and  no  change  in  their 
compensation  shall  take  effect  during  their  term  of  office. 

Sec.  82.  The  general  assembly  shall  grant  no  divorce,  nor  exercise  any  judicial 
power  not  herein  expressly  conferred. 

AHTICLE  m. 

EXECUTIVE. 

Section  1.  The  executive  department  shall  consist  of  a  governor,  lieutenant 
governor,  secretary  of  state,  auditor,  treasurer,  and  an  attorney  general,  who 
shall  be  chosen  by  the  electors  of  the  state,  on  the  second  Tue.sday  of  October, 
and  at  the  places  of  voting  for  members  of  the  general  assembly. 

Sec.  2.  The  governor,  lieutenant  governor,  secretary  of  state,  treasurer  and 
attorney  general  shall  hold  their  offices  for  two  years ;  and  the  auditor  for  four 
years.  Their  terms  of  office  shall  commence  on  the  second  Monday  of  Januarj- 
next  after  their  election,  and  continue  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qualified. 

Sec  3,  The  returns  of  every  election  for  the  officers  named  in  the  foregoing 
section  shall  be  sealed  up  and  transmitted  to  the  seat  of  government,  by  the 
returning  officers,  directed  to  the  president  of  the  senate,  who,  during  the  first 
week  of  the  session,  shall  open  and  publish  them,  and  declare  the  result,  in  the 
presence  of  a  majority  of  the  members  of  each  house  of  the  general  assembly. 
The  person  having  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be  declared  duly  elected; 
but  if  any  two  or  more  shall  be  highest,  and  equal  in  votes,  for  the  same  office, 
one  of  thtm  shall  be  chosen  by  the  joint  vote  of  both  houses. 

Sec,  4.  Should  there  be  no  session  of  the  general  assembly  in  January  next 
after  an  election  for  any  of  the  officers  aforesaid,  the  returns  of  such  election 
shall  be  made  to  the  secretary  of  state,  and  opened,  and  the  result  declared  by 
the  governor,  in  such  manner  as  may  be  pro^dded  by  la«'. 

Sec  5.  The  supreme  executive  power  of  this  state  shaU  be  vested  in  the 
governor. 

Sec  6.  He  may  require  information,  in  writing,  from  the  officers  in  the  exec- 
utive department,  upon  any  subject  relating  to  the  duties  of  their  respective 
offices;  and  shall  see  that  the  laws  are  faithfully  executed. 

Sec  7.  He  shall  communicate  at  every  session,  by  message,  to  the  general 
assembly,  the  condition  of  the  state,  and  reconunend  such  measures  as  he  shall 
deem  exp  idient. 

Sec  8.  He  may,  on  extraordinary  occasions,  convene  the  general  assembly 
by  proclamation,  and  shall  state  to  both  houses,  when  assembled,  the  purpose  for 
which  they  have  been  convened. 
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Sec.  9.  In  case  of  disagreement  between  the  two  houses,  in  respect  to  the 
time  of  adjournment,  he  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  the  general  assembly  to 
such  time  as  he  may  think  proper,  but  not  beyond  the  regular  meetings  thereof. 

Sec.  10.  He  sliall  be  commander-in-chief  of  the  miUtary  and  naval  forces  of 
the  state,  except  when  they  shaU  be  called  into  the  ser\'ice  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  11.  He  shall  have  power,  after  conviction,  to  grant  reprieves,  commuta- 
tions, and  pardons,  for  all  ciimes  and  offenses,  except  treason  and  cases  of 
impeachment,  upon  such  conditions  as  he  may  think  proper ;  subject,  however, 
to  such  regulations,  as  to  the  manner  of  applying  for  pardons,  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  law.  Upon  conviction  for  treason,  lie  may  suspend  the  execution  of 
the  sentence,  and  report  the  case  to  the  general  assembly,  at  its  next  meeting, 
■v\  hen  the  general  assembly  shall  either  pardon,  commute  the  sentence,  direct 
its  execution,  or  grant  a  further  reprieve.  He  shall  communicate  to  the  general 
assembly,  at  every  regular  session,  each  case  of  reprieve,  commutation  or 
pardon  granted,  stating  the  name  and  crime  of  the  conAict,  the  sentence,  its 
date,  and  the  date  of  the  commutation,  pardon,  or  reprieve,  with  his  reasons 
therefor. 

Sec.  12.  There  shall  be  a  seal  of  the  state,  which  shall  be  kept  by  the  gov- 
ernor, and  used  by  nim  officially;  and  shaU  be  called  "The  Great  Seal  of  the 
State  of  Ohio." 

Sec  13.  All  grants  and  commissions  shall  be  issued  in  the  name,  and  by  the 
authority,  of  the  state  of  Ohio;  sealed  with  the  great  seal;  signed  by  the  gov- 
ernor, and  countersigned  by  the  secretary  of  state. 

Sec.  14.  No  member  of  congress,  or  other  person  holding  office  'under  the 
authority  of  tliis  staie,  or  of  the  United  States,  shaU  execute  the  office  of  gov- 
ernor, except  as  herein  proWded. 

Sec  1.5.  In  case  oi  the  death,  impeachment,  resignation,  removal,  or  other 
disability  of  the  governor,  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  office,  for  the  residue  of 
the  term,  or  until  he  shall  be  acquitted,  or  the  disability  removed,  shall  devolve 
"upon  the  lieutenant  governor. 

Sec  16.  Tlie  Meuiceiiant  governor  shall  be  president  of  the  senate,  but  shall 
vote  only  when  the  senate  is  equally  dixided :  and  in  case  of  his  absence,  or 
impeachment,  or  when  he  shall  exercise  the  office  of  governor,  the  senate  shall 
choose  a  president  p/-o  tempore. 

Sec  17.  If  the  heutenant  governor,  while  executing  the  office  of  governor, 
shall  be  impeached,  displaced,  resign,  or  die,  or  otherndse  become  incapable  of 
performing  the  duties  of  the  office,  the  president  of  the  senate  shall  act  as 
governor,  until  the  vacancy  is  filled,  or  the  disability  removed:  and  if  the  i>resi- 
dent  of  the  senate,  for  any  of  the  above  causes,  shall  be  rendered  incapable  of 
performing  the  d  uties  pertaining  to  the  office  of  governor,  the  same  shall  devolve 
upon  the  speaker  of  the  house  of  representatives. 

Sec  18.  Should  the  office  of  auditor,  treasurer,  secretary  or  attorney  general 
become  vacant,  for  anj^  of  the  causes  specified  in  the  fifteenth  section  of  tliis 
article,  the  governor  shall  fill  the  vacancy  tmtil  the  disability  is  removed,  or  a 
successor  elected  and  qualified.  Eveiy  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  election, 
at  the  first  general  election  that  occurs  more  than  tiiirtj  da^s  after  it  shall  have 
happened ;  and  the  person  chosen  shall  hold  the  office  for  the  full  term  fixed  in 
the  second  section  of  tliis  article. 

Sec  19.  The  officers  mentioned  in  this  article  shaU,  at  stated  times,  receive 
for  their  ser^-ices,  a  compensation  to  be  estabhshed  by  law,  which  shall  neither 
be  increased  nor  diminished  during  the  period  for  which  they  shall  have  been 
elected. 

Sec  20.  The  officers  of  the  executive  department,  and  of  the  pubhc  state 
institutions  shall,  at  least  five  days  preceding  each  regnlar  session  of  the  general 
assembly,  severaUy  report  to  the  governor,  who  shall  transmit  such  reports,  with 
his  message,  to  the  general  assembly. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

JUDICIAL. 

Sectiok  1 .  The  judicial  power  of  the  state  shaU  be  vested  in  a  supreme  court, 
in  district  courts,  courts  of  common  pleas,  courts  of  probate,  justices  of  the 
peace,  and  such  other  courts,  inferior  to  the  supreme  court,  in  one  or  more 
counties,  as  the  general  assembly  maj',  from  time  to  time,  establish. 

Sec  2.  The  supreme  court  shall  consist  of  five  judges,  a  majority  of  whom 
shall  be  necessary  to  form  a  quorum,  or  to  pronounce  a  decision.  It  "shall  have 
ori;nnal  jurisdiction  in  quo  warranto,  mandamus,  habeas  corpus,  and  procedendo, 
and  such  appellate  jurisdiction  as  may  be  provided  by  law.    It  shall  hold  at  least 
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one  term  in  each  year,  at  the  seat  of  government,  and  such  other  terms,  at  the 
seat  of  government,  or  elsewhere,  as  may  be  provided  by  law.  The  judges  of 
the  supreme  court  shall  be  elected  by  the  electors  of  the  state  at  large. 

Sec  3.  The  state  shall  be  divided  into  nine  common  pleas  districts,  of  which 
the  county  of  Hamilton  shall  constitute  one,  of  compact  territory,  and  bounded 
by  county  lines ;  and  each  of  said  districts,  consisting  of  three  o/  more  counties, 
shall  be  subdivided  into  three  parts,  of  compact  territory,  bounded  by  county 
lines,  and  as  nearly  equal  in  population  as  practicable :  in  each  of  wnich,  one 
judge  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  for  said  district,  and  residing  therein,  shall 
be  elected  by  the  electoi  s  of  said  subdivision.  Courts  of  common  p'eas  shall  be 
held,  by  one  or  more  of  these  judges,  in  every  county  in  the  district,  as  often  as 
may  be  provided  by  law ;  and  more  than  one  court,  or  sitting  thereof,  maj-  be 
held  at  tlie  same  time  in  each  district. 

Sec.  4.  The  jurisdiction  of  the  courts  of  common  pleas,  and  of  the  judges 
thereof,  shall  be  fixed  b^-  law. 

Sec.  5.  Uistrict  courts  shall  be  composed  of  the  judges  of  tlie  court  of  common 
pleas  of  the  respective  districts,  and  one  of  the  judges  of  the  supreme  court,  any 
three  of  wliom  shall  be  a  quorum,  and  shall  Le  held  ui  eadi  countj-  tnerein,  at 
least  once  in  each  year;  but  if  it  shall  be  foui.d  inexpedient  to  hold  such  court 
annually,  in  each  county  of  any  district,  tlie  general  assembly-  may.  foi-  such 
district,  provide  that  said  court  shall  hold  at  least  three  annual  sessions  therein, 
in  not  less  than  three  places:  Provided,  that  the  general  assembly  may.  by  law, 
authorize  the  judges  of  each  district  to  fix  the  times  of  holding  the  courts 
therein.  ' 

Sec.  6.  The  district  court  shall  have  like  original  jurisdiction  with  the  supreme 
court,  and  such  appellate  jurisdiction  as  may  be  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  7.  Tiiere  snaU  Le  established  in  each  county,  a  probate  court,  which  shall 
be  a  court  of  record,  open  ac  all  times,  and  holden  b3-  one  judge.  CiCcted  by  tlie 
voters  of  tue  county,  wlio  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  tliree  j^ears.  and 
shall  receive  such  compensation,  payable  out  of  the  county  treasury,  or  by  feet^, 
or  b.jtii,  as  shall  be  provided  by  law. 

SiCC.  8.  The  probate  court  shall  have  jurisdiction  in  probate  and  testamentary 
matters,  the  appointment  of  administrators  and  guai-dians,  the  settlement  of  the 
accounts  of  executors,  adminl!^trators  and  guardians,  and  such  jurisdiction  in 
habeas  coi-pus,  the  issuing  of  marriage  licenses,  and  for  the  sale  of  land  by  exe- 
cutors, administrators  and  guai  dians,  and  such  other  jurisdiction,  in  any  county 
or  counties,  as  may  be  provided  by  law.  ' 

Sec.  9.  A  compet  nt  number  of  justices  of  the  peace  shall  be  elected,  bj-  the 
electors,  in  each  township  of  the  several  counties.  Their  term  of  office  shall  be 
three  j^ears,  and  their  poAvers  and  duties  shall  be  regulated  bj'  law. 

Sec.  10.  -  Ail  judges,  other  than  those  provided  for  in  this  constitution,  shall  be 
elected  by  tne  electors  of  the  judicial  district  for  which  they  may  be  created, 
but  not  for  a  longer  term  of  office  than  five  yeai's. 

Sec.  11.    The  judges  of  the  supreme  court  shall,  immediate'ly  after  the  first 
election  under  this  constitution,  be  classified  by  lot,  so  that  one  shall  hold  for  the 
term  of  one  year,  one  for  two  years,  one  for  three  years,  one  for  four  years,  and 
one  for  five  years;  and,  at  all  subsequent  elections,  the  term  of  each  of  said  j 
judges  shall  be  for  five  years. 

Sec.  12.  The  judges  of  the  courts  of  common  pleas  shall,  while  in  office,  reside 
in  the  district  for  which  they  are  elected,  and  their  term  of  office  shall  be  for  five 
years.  * 

Sec.  13.  In  case  the  office  of  any  judge  shall  become  vacant,  before  tne  expi- 
ration of  the  regular  term  for  which  he  was  elected,  the  vacancj'  shall  be  filled 
by  appointment  by  the  governor,  until  a  successor  is  elected  and  qualified ;  and 
such  successor  shall  be  elected  for  the  unexpired  term,  at  the  first  annual  elec- 
tion that  occurs  more  than  thirty  days  after  the  vacancy'  shall  have  hapi^ened. 

Sec.  14.  The  judges  of  the  supreme  court  and  of  the  court  of  common  pleas, 
shall,  at  stated  times,  receive,  for  their  services,  such  coiupensation  as  may  be 
provided  by  law,  which  shall  not  be  diminished,  or  increased  during  their  term 
of  office ;  but  they  shall  receive  no  fees  or  perquisites,  nor  hold  any  other  office 
of  profit  or  trust,  under  the  authority  of  this  state,  or  the  United  States.  All 
votes  for  either  of  them,  for  any  elective  office,  except  a  judicial  office,  under 
the  authority  of  this  state,  given  by  the  general  assemblj-,  or  the  people,  shall  be 
void. 

Sec  15.  The  general  assembly  may  increase,  or  diminish  the  number  of  the 
judges  of  the  supreme  court,  the  number  of  the  districts  of  the  court  of  common 
pleas,  tue  number  of  judges  in  any  district,  change  the  districts,  or  the  subdivi- 
sions thereof,  or  establisli  other  courts,  whenever  two-thirds  of  the  members 
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elected  lo  each  house  shall  concur  therein;  but  no  such  change,  addition,  or 
diniinution^shall  vac-ate  the  office  of  any  judge. 

Sec.  16.  There  shah  be  elected  in  each  county,  by  the  electors  thereof,  one 
clerk  of  the  court  of  conunon  pleas,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  tha  term  of 
three  years,  and  until  his  successor  shall  be  elected  and  qualified.  He  shall,  by 
virtue  of  his  office,  be  clerk  of  all  other  courts  o/ record  held  therein ;  but,  the 
general  assembly  may  provide,  by  law,  for  the  election  of  a  clerk,  with  a  Uke 
term  of  office,  for  each  or  any  other  of  the  courts  of  record,  and  may  authorize 
the  judge  of  the  probate  court  to  perform  the  duties  of  clerk  for  his  court,  under 
such  regulations  as  may  be  directed  by  law.  Clerks  of  courts  shall  be  removable 
for  such  cause  and  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  17.  Judges  may  be  removed  from  office  by  concurrent  resolution  of  both 
houses  of  the  general  assembly,  if  two-thirds  of  the  members,  elected  to  each 
house,  concur  therein;  but,  no  such  removal  shall  be  made,  except  upon  com- 
plaint, the  substance  of  which  shall  be  entered  on  the  journal,  nor,  until  the 
party  charged  shall  have  had  notice  thereof,  and  an  opportunity  to  be  heard. 

Sec.  18.  The  se\'eral  judges  of  the  supreme  court,  or  the  common  pleas,  and 
of  such  other  courts  as  may  be  created,  shall,  respectively,  have  and  exercise 
such  power  and  jurisdiction,  at  chambers,  or  otherwise,  as  may  be  directed  by 
law. 

Sec.  19.  The  general  assembly  may  establish  courts  of  conciliation,  and 
prescribe  their  powers  and  duties;  but  such  courts  shall  not  render  final  judg- 
ment in  any  case,  except  upon  submission,  by  the  parties,  of  the  matter  in 
dispute,  and  their  agreement  to  abide  such  judgment. 

Sec.  20.  The  style  of  all  process  shall  be,  "  The  State  of  Ohio;  "  all  prosecu- 
tions shall  be  carried  on  in  the  name,  and  by  the  authority,  of  the  state  of  Ohio ; 
and  all  indictments  shall  conclude,  "against  the  peace  and  dignity  of  the  state 
of  Ohio." 

ARTICLE  y. 

ELECTIVE  FRANCHISE. 

Section  1.  Every  white  male  citizen  of  the  United  States,  of  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years,  who  shall  have  been  a  resident  of  the  state  one  year  next  pre- 
ceding the  election,  and  of  the  countj-,  township,  or  ward  in  which  he  resides, 
such  time  as  may  be  provided  by  law,  shall  have  the  qualifications  of  an  elector, 
and  be  entitled  to  vote  at  all  elections. 

Sec  2.    All  elections  shall  be  by  ballot. 

Sec.  3.  Electors,  during  their  attendance  at  elections,  and  in  going  to,  and 
returning  therefrom,  shall  be  pi'ivileged  from  arrest,  in  all  cases,  except  treason, 
felony  and  breach  of  the  peace. 

Sec.  4,  The  general  assembly  shall  have  power  to  exclude  from  the  privilege 
of  voting,  or  of  being  eligible  to  office,  any  person  convicted  of  bribery,  perjury, 
or  other  infamous  crime. 

Sec.  5.  No  person  in  the  military,  naval,  or  marine  service  of  the  United 
States,  shall,  by  being  stationed  in  any  garrison,  or  military,  or  naval  station, 
within  the  state,  be  considered  a  resident  of  this  state. 

Sec  6.  No  idiot,  or  insane  person,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  privilege  of  an 
elector. 

ARTICLE  VL 

EDUCATION. 

Section  1.  The  principal  of  all  funds,  arising  from  the  sale,  or  other  disposi- 
tion of  lands,  or  other  property,  granted  or  entnisted  to  this  state  for  educational 
and  religious  purposes,  shall  forever  be  preserved  inviolate,  and  undiminished ; 
and,  the  income  arising  therefrom,  shall  be  faithfully  appUed  to  the  specific 
objects  of  the  original  grants,  or  appropriations. 

Sec  2.  The  general  assembly  shall  make  such  provisions,  by  taxation,  or 
otherwise,  as,  with  the  income  arising  from  the  school  trust  fund,  will  secure  a 
thorough  and  efficient  system  of  common  schools  throughout  the  state ;  but,  no 
religious  or  other  sect,  or  sects,  shall  ever  have  any  exclusive  right  to,  or  control 
of,  any  part  of  the  school  funds  of  this  state. 

ARTICLE  Vn. 

PUBLIC   INSTITUTIONiS. 

Section  1.  Institutions  for  the  benefit  of  the  insane,  blind,  and  deaf  and  dumb, 
shall  always  be  fostered  and  supported  by  the  state :  and  be  subjected  to  such 
regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  general  assembly. 
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Sec.  2.  The  directors  of  the  penitentiarj'  shall  be  appointed  or  elected  in  such 
manner  as  the  general  assembly  may  direct;  and  the  trustees  of  the  benevolent, 
and  other  state  institutions,  now  elected  by  the  general  assembly,  and  of  such 
other  state  institutions  as  may  be  hereafter  created,  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
governor,  by  and.with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate ;  and  upon  all  nom- 
inations made  by  the  governor,  the  question  shall  be  taken  by  yeas  and  nays, 
and  entered  upon  the  journals  of  the  senate. 

Sec.  3.  The  governor  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  that  may  occur  in 
the  offices  afovesaid,  until  the  next  session  of  the  general  assembly,  and,  until  a 
successor  to  his  appointee  shall  be  confirmed  and  qualified. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

PUBLIC  DEBTS  AND   PUBLIC  WORKS. 

Section  1.  The  state  may  contract  debts,  to  supply  casual  deficits  or  failures 
in  revenues,  or  to  meet  expenses  not  otherwise  provided  for;  but  the  aggregate 
amount  of  such  debts,  direct  and  contingent,  whether  contracted  by  virtue  of 
one  or  more  acts  of  the  general  assembly,  or  at  different  periods  of  time,  siiall 
never  exceed  seven  hundred  and  tif ty  thousand  dollars ;  and  the  money,  arising 
from  the  creation  of  such  debts,  shall  be  applied  to  the  purpose  for  which  it 
was  obtained,  or  to  repay  the  debts  so  contracted,  and  to  no  other  purpose 
whatever. 

Sec  2.  In  addition  to  the  above  limited  power,  the  state  may  contract  debts 
to  repel  invasion,  suppress  insui-reciion,  defend  the  state  in  war,  or  to  redeem 
the  present  outstanding  indebtedness  of  the  state,  but  the  money,  arising  from 
the  contracting  of  such  debts,  shall  be  applied  to  the  purpose  for  which  it  was 
raised,  or  to  repay  such  debts,  and  to  no  other  purpose  whatever;  and  ail  debts, 
incurred  to  redeem  the  present  outstanding  indebtedness  of  the  state,  shall  be  so 
contracted  as  to  be  payable  by  the  sinking  fund,  hereinafter  provided  for,  as  the 
same  shall  accumulate. 

Sec  3.  Except  the  debts  thus  specified  in  sections  one  and  two  of  this  article, 
no  debt  whatever  shall  hereafter  be  created  by,  or  on  behalf  of  the  state. 

Sec  4.  The  credit  of  the  state  shall  not,  in  any  manner,  be  given  or  loaned  to, 
or  in  aid  of,  any  individual  association  or  corporation  whatever;  nor  shall  ihe 
state  ever  hereafter  become  a  joint  owner,  or  stockholder,  in  any  company  or 
association  in  this  state,  or  elsewhere,  formed  for  any  purpose  whatever. 

Sec  5.  The  state  shall  never  assume  the  debts  of  any  county,  city  town,  or 
t«wnship,  or  of  any  corporation  whatever,  unless  such  debt  shall  tiave  been 
created  to  repel  invasion,  suppress  Insurrection,  or  defend  the  state  in  war 

Sec  6.     The  general  assembly  shall  never  authorize  any  county,  city,  town,  or 
township,  by  vote  of  its  citizens,  or  otherwise,  to  become  a  stockholder  in  any 
joint  stock  company,  corporation,  or  association  whatever;  or  to  rai.se  money 
for,  or  loan  its  credit  to,  or  in  aid  of,  any  such  company,  coi^poration,  or  asso 
elation. 

Sec  7.  The  faith  of  the  state  being  pledged  for  the  pajTuent  of  the  public 
debt,  in  order  to  provide  therefor,  there  shall  be  created  a  sinking  fund,  which 
shall  be  sufficient  to  pay  the  accruing  interest  on  such  debt,  and,  annually,  to 
reduce  the  principal  thereof,  by  a  sum  not  less  than  one  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars, increased  yearly,  and  each  and  every  year,  by  compounding,  at  the  rate  of 
six  pe  •  cent,  per  annum.  The  said  sinking  fund  shall  consist,  of  the  net  annual 
income  of  the  public  works  and  stocks  owned  by  the  state,  of  any  other  funds 
or  resources  that  are,  or  may  be,  provided  by  law,  and  of  such  further  sum,  to 
be  raised  by  taxation,  as  may  be  required  for  the  purposes  aforesaid. 

Sec  8.  The  auditor  of  state,  secretary  of  state,  and  attorney  general,  are 
hereby  creatrd  a  board  of  commissioners,  to  be  styled,  "The  Coimnisbioners  of 
the  Sinking  Fund."' 

Sec  9.  The  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund  shall,  immediately  preceding 
eacli  regular  session  of  the  general  assembly,  make  an  efc>umate  of  the  probable 
amount  of  the  fund,  provided  for  in  the  seventh  section  of  this  article,  from  all 
so'jrces  except  from  taxation,  and  report  the  same,  together  with  all  their  pro- 
ceedings relative  to  said  fund  and  the  public  debt,  to  the  governor,  who  sha  1 
transmit  the  same  with  his  regular  message,  to  the  general  assembly ;  and  the 
geneial  assemlily  shall  make  all  necessary  provision  for  raising  and  disbursing 
saiJ  sinking  fund,  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  this  article. 

Sec  10  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioners  faithfully  to  apply  said 
fund,  together  with  all  moneys  that  may  be,  by  the  general  assembly,  appropri- 
ated to  that  object,  to  the  paj-ment  of  the  interest,  as  it  becomes  due,  and  the 
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redemption  of  the  principal  of  the  public  debt  of  the  state,  excepting  only  the 
school  and  trust  funds  held  by  the  state. 

Sec.  11.  The  said  commissioners  shall,  semi-annually,  make  a  full  and  detailed 
report  of  their  proceedings  to  the  governor,  who  shall,  immediately,  cause  the 
same  to  be  published,  and  shall  also  communicate  tlie  same  to  the  general 
assembly,  forthw-lth,  if  it  be  in  session,  and  if  not,  then  at  its  fli'st.  session  after 
such  report  shall  be  made. 

Sec.  12.  So  long  as  this  state  shall  have  public  works  which  require  superin- 
tendence, there  shall  be  a  board  of  public  works,  to  consist  of  three  members, 
Avho  shall  be  elected  by  the  people,  at  the  first  general  election  after  the  adop- 
tion of  this  constitution,  one  for  the  term  of  one  year,  one  for  the  term  of  tvro 
years,  and  one  for  the  term  of  three  years;  and  one  member  of  said  board  shall 
be  elected  annually  thereafter,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  three  years. 

Sec.  13.  The  powers  and  duties  of  said  board  of  public  works,  and  its  several 
members,  and  their  compensation,  shall  be  such  as  now  are,  or  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  law. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

MILITIA- 

Section  1.  All  white  male  citizens,  residents  of  this  state,  being  eighteen 
years  of  age,  aiKi  under  the  age  of  forty-five  years,  shall  be  enrolled  in  the 
militia,  and  perform  miUtary  duty,  in  such  manner,  not  Incompatible  mth  the 
constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  as  maj'  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  2.     Majors  general,  brigadiers  general,  colonels,  lieutenant  colonels,  ma- 
jors, captains,  and  subalterns,  shall  be  elected  by  the  persons  subject  to  miUtary   . 
duty,  in  their  respective  districts. 

Sec,  3.    The  governor    shall    appoint  the  adjutant  general,   quartermaster 
general,  and  such  other  staff  officers,  as  may  be  provided  for  by  law.    Majors 
general,  brigadiers  general,  colonels,  or  commandants  of  regiments,  battalions.   ' 
or  squadrons,  shall,  severally,  appoint  their  staff,  and  captains  shall  appoint 
their  non-commissioned  officers  and  musicians. 

Sec.  4.  The  governor  shall  commission  all  officers  of  the  line  and  staff,  rank-  ; 
ing  as  such;  and  shall  have  power  to  call  forth  the  militia,  to  execute  the  laws  i 
of  the  state,  to  suppress  insurrection,  and  repel  invasion,  \ 

Sec.  5.  The  general  assembly  shall  provide,  by  law,  for  the  protection  and 
safe  keeping  of  the  public  c\rms. 

ARTICLE  X. 

COUNTY  AND  TOWNSHIP  ORGANIZATIONS. 

Sec.  1.  The  general  assembly  shall  provide,  by  law,  for  the  election  of  such 
county  and  township  officers  as  may  be  necessary. 

Sec  2.    County  officers  shall  be  elected  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  October, 
until  otherwise  directed  by  law,  by  the  qualified  electors  of  each  county,  in  such   [ 
manner,  and  for  such  term,  not  exceeding  three  years,  as  may  be  provided 
by  law. 

Sec  3.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  sheriff,  or  county  treasurer, 
for  more  than  four  years,  in  any  period  of  six  years. 

Sec.  4.  Township  officers  shall  be  elected  on  the  first  Monday  of  April,  annu- 
ally, by  the  qualified  electors  of  their  respective  townships,  and  shall  hold  their 
oflices  for  one  year,  from  the  Monday  next  succeeding  their  election,  and  until 
their  successors  are  qualified. 

Sec.  5.  No  money  shall  be  drawn  from  any  county  or  township  treasurj', 
except  by  authority  of  law. 

Sec  6.  Justices  of  the  peace,  and  county  and  township  officers,  may  be 
removed,  m  such  manner  and  for  such  cause,  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec  7.  The  commissioners  of  counties,  the  trustees  of  townships,  and  similar 
boards,  shall  have  such  power  of  local  taxation,  for  poUce  purposes,  as  may  be 
prescribed  I  y  law 

ARTICLE  XL 

APPORTIONMENT. 

Section  1.  The  apportionment  of  this  state  for  members  of  the  general  assem- 
bly, shall  be  made  every  ten  j'ears,  after  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  fifty -one,  in  the  following  manner:  The  whole  population  of  ihe  state,  as 
ascertained  hj  the  federal  census,  or  in  such  other  mode  as  the  general  asseinbly 
may  direct,  shall  be  divided  by  the  number  "one  hundred."  and  the  quotient 
shall  be  the  ratio  '  r  representation  in  the  house  of  representatives,  for  ten  years 
next  succeeding  such  appoitionment. 
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Sec.  2.  Every  county,  having  a  population  equal  to  one-half  of  said  ratio,  shall 
be  entitled  to  one  representative;  every  county,  containing  said  ratio,  and  three- 
fourths  over,  shall  be  entitled  to  two  representatives;  eveiT  county,  containing 
three  times  said  ratio,  shall  be  entitled  to  three  representatives;  and  so  on, 
requiring  after  the  first  two,  an  entire  ratio  for  each  additional  representative. 

Sec.  3.  Wheji  any  county  shall  have  a  fraction  above  the  ratio,  so  lai-ge,  that 
being  multiplied  by  five,  the  result  will  be  equal  to  one  or  more  ratios,  additional 
representatives  shall  be  ajjportioned  for  such  ratios,  among  the  several  sessions 
ofi  the  decennial  period,  in  the  following  manner:  If  there  be  only  one  ratio,  a 
representative  shall  be  allotted  to  the  fifth  session  of  the  decennial  period ;  if 
there  are  two  ratios,  a  representative  shall  be  allotted  to  the  fourth  and  third 
sessions,  respectively;  if  three,  to  the  third,  second,  and  first  sessions,  re- 
spectively; if  four,  to  the  fourth,  third,  second,  and  first  sessions,  respectively. 

Sec.  4.  Any  county,  forming  with  another  county  or  counties,  a  representa- 
tive district,  during  one  decennial  period,  if  it  have  acquired  sufficient  population 
at  the  next  decennial  period,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  separate  representation,  if 
there  shall  be  le'ft,  in  the  district  from  which  it  shall  have  been  separated,  a 
population  sufficient  for  a  i-epresentative ;  but  no  such  change  shall  be  made, 
except  at  the  regular  decennial  period  for  the  apportionment  of  representatives. 

Sec.  5.  If,  in  fixing  any  subsequent  ratio,  a  coimty,  previously  entitled  to  a 
separate  representation,  shall  have  less  than  the  number  required  by  the  new 
ratio  for  a  representative,  such  covmty  shall  be  attached  to  the  county  adjoining 
it,  having  the  least  number  of  inhabitants;  and  the  representation  of  the  district, 
so  formed,  shall  be  determined  as  herein  provided. 

Sec.  6.  The  ratio  for  a  senator  shall,  forever  hereafter,  be  ascertained,  by 
dividing  the  whole  population  of  the  state  by  the  number  thirty-five.  » 

Sec.  7.  The  state  is  hereby  divided  into  thirty -three  senatorial  districts,  as 
follows:  The  eounty  of  Hamilton  shall  constitute  the  first  senatorial  district;  the 
counties  of  Butler  and  Warren,  the  second;  Montgomery  and  Preble,  the  third; 
Clermont  and  Brown,  the  fourth;  Greene,  Clinton  and  Fayette,  the  fifth;  Ross 
and  Highland,  the  sixth:  Adams,  Pike,  Scioto  and  Jackson,  the  seventh;  Law- 
rence, Gallia,  Meigs  and  Vinton,  the  eighth ;  Athens,  Hocking  and  Fairfieldl,  the 
ninth;  Franklin  and  Pickaway,  the  tenth;  Clark,  Champaign  and  Madison,  the 
eleventh;  Miami,  Darke  and  Shelby,  the  twelfth;  Logan,  Union,  Jlarion  and 
Hardin,  the  thirteenth;  Washington  and  Morgan,  the  fourteenth;  Muskingum 
and  Perry,  the  fifteenth;  Delaware  and  Licking,  the  sixteenth;  Knox  and  Mor- 
row, the  seventeenth;  Coshocton  and  Tuscarawas,  the  eighteenth;  Guernsey  and 
Monroe,  the  nineteenth ;  Belmont  and  Harrison,  the  twentieth;  Carroll  and  Stark, 
the  twenty  first;  Jefferson  and  Columbiana,  the  twenty -second;  Trumbull  and 
Mahoning,  the  twenty-third;  Ashtabula,  Lake  and  Geauga,  the  twenty  fourth ; 
Cuyahoga,  the  twenty-fifth;  Portage  and  Summit,  the  twenty-sixth;  Medina  and 
Lorain,  the  twenty-seventh;  Wayne  and  Holmes,  the  twenty -eighth;  Ashland 
and  Richland,  the  twenty-ninth;  Huron,  Erie,  Sandusky  and  Ottawa,  the  thir- 
tieth; Seneca,  Crawford  and  Wyandot,  the  thirty-first:  Mercer,  Auglaize,  Allen, 
Van  Wert,  Paulding,  Defiance  and  Williams,  the  thirty-second ;  and  Hancock, 
Wood,  Lucas,  Fulton,  Henry  and  Putnam,  the  thirty -third:  For  the  first  decen- 
nial period,  after  the  adoption  of  this  constitution,  each  of  said  districts  shall  be 
entitled  to  one  senator,  except  the  first  district,  which  shall  be  entitled  to  three 
senators.  # 

Sec.  8.  The  same  rules  shall  be  applied,  in  apportioning  the  fractions  of  sena- 
torial districts,  and  in  annexing  districts,  which  may  hereafter  have  less  than 
three-fourths  of  a  senatorial  ratio,  as  are  applied  to  representative  districts. 

Sec,  9.  Any  county  forming  part  of  a  senatorial  district,  having  acquired  a 
population  equal  to  a  full  senatorial  ratio,  shall  be  made  a  separate  senatorial 
district,  at  any  regular  decennial  apportionment,  if  a  full  senatorial  ratio  shall 
be  left  in  the  district  from  which  it  shall  be  taken. 

Sec.  10.  For  the  first  ten  years,  after  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  fifty -one,  the  apportionment  of  representatives  shall  be  as  provided  in  the 
schedule,  and  no  change  shall  ever  be  made  in  the  principles  of  representation, 
as  herein  established,  or,  in  the  senatorial  districts,  except  as  above  provided; 
All  territory,  belonging  to  a  county  at  the  time  of  any  apportionment,  shall,  as 
to  the  right  of  representation  arid  suffrage,  remain  an  integral  part  thereof, 
during  the  decennial  period.  f 

Sec.  11.  The  governor,  auditor  and  secretary  of  state,  or  any  two  of  them, 
shall,  at  least  six  months  prior  to  the  October  election,  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eigrht  hundred  and  sixty-one,  and^  at  each  decennial  period  thereafter,  ascertain 
and  determine  the  ratio  of  representation,  according  to  the  decennial  census, 
the  number  of  representatives  and  senators  each  county  or  district  shall  be

entitled  to  elect,  and  for  what  years,  within  the  next  ensuing  ten  years,  and  the 
governor  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  published,  in  such  manner  as  shall  be 
directed  by  law. 

JUDICIAL  APPORTIONMENT. 

Sec.  19.     For  judicial  purposes,  the  state  shall  be  apportioned  as  follows: 

The  county  of  Hamilton,  shall  constitute  the  first  district,  which  shall  not  be 
subdivided:  and  the  judges  therein,  may  hold  separate  courts,  or  separate  sit- 
tings of  the  same  court,  at  the  same  time. 

The  counties  of  Butler.  Preble  and  Darke,  shall  constitute  the  first  subdivision, 
Montgomery  Miami  and  Champaign,  the  second,  and  Warren,  Clinton.  Greene 
and  Clarke,  the  third  subdivision,  of  the  second  district;  and,  together,  shall 
form  such  district. 

The  counties  of  Shelby.  Auglaize,  Allen,  Hardin,  Logan,  Union  and  Marion 
shall  constitute  the  fii'st  subdivision,  Mercer.  Van  Wert.  Putnam.  Paulding. 
Defiance,  Williams.  Henrj-  and  Fulton,  the  second,  and  Wood.  Seneca.  Hancock, 
Wyan'iot  and  Crawford,  the  third  subdi\asion,  of  the  third  district;  and,  to- 
gether, shall  form  such  district. 

The  counties  of  Lucas.  Ottawa.  Sandusky.  Erie  and  Huron  shall  constitute 
the  first  subdivision.  Loram.  Medina  ano  Summit,  the  second,  anl  the  county  of 
Cuyahoga,  the  third  subdivision,  of  the  fourth  district;  and,  together,  shall  form 
such  district. 

The  counties  of  Clermont.  Brown  and  Adams,  shall  constitute  the  first  subdi- 
vision, Higliland,  Ross  and  Fayette,  the  second,  and  Pickaway.  Franklin  and 
Madison,  the  third  subdivision,  of  the  fifth  district;  and,  together,  shall  form 
such  district. 

The  counties  of  Licking.  Knox  and  Delaware,  shall  constitute  the  first  subdi- 
vision. Morrow,  Kichland  and  Ashland,  the  second,  and  Wayne.  Holmes  and 
Coshocton,  the  third  subdivision  of  the  sixth  district;  and,  together,  shall  form 
such  district. 

The  counties  of  Fairfield.  Perir  an^l  Hocking,  shall  constitute  the  first  subdivi- 
sion, Jackson,  Vinton,  Pike,  Scioto  and  Lawrence,  the  second,  and  Gallia.  Meigs, 
Athens  and  Washington,  the  third  subdivision,  of  the  seventh  district;  and 
together,  shall  form  such  district. 

The  counties  of  Muskingum  and  Morgan,  shall  constitute  the  first  subdivision, 
Guemsev.  Belmont  and  Monroe,  the  second,  and  .Jeff'erson,  Harrison  and  Tusca- 
rawas, the  third  subdivision,  of  the  eighth  district,  and,  together,  shall  form 
such  district. 

The  counties  of  Stark.  Carroll  and  Columbiana,  shall  constitute  the  first  sub- 
division, Trumbull.

Sec.  13.  The  general  assembly  shall  attach  any  new  counties,  that  may  here- 
after be  erected,  to  such  districts,  or  subdivisions  thereof,  as  shall  be  most 
convenient. 

ARTICLE  XH. 

FINANCE  AND  TAX^\TION. 

Sec.  1.  The  levying  of  taxes,  bj' the  poll,  is  grievous  and  oppressive:  there- 
fore, the  general  assembly  shall  never  levy  a  poll  tax,  for  county  or  state 
purposes. 

Sec.  2.  Laws  rhall  be  passed,  taxing,  by  a  uniform  rule,  all  moneys,  credits, 
investments  in  bonds,  stocks,  joint  stock  companies,  or  otherwise;  and  also  all 
real  and  personal  property,  according  to  its  true  valu«  in  money ;  but  burying 
grounds,  public  school  houses,  houses  used  exclusively  for  public  worship, 
institutions  of  purely  public  charity,  public  property  used  exclusivelj-  for  any 
public  purpose;  and  personal  property,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  in  value 
two  hundred  dollars,  for  each  individual,  may,  by  general  laws,  be  exempted 
from  taxation;  but,  ail  such  laws  shall  be  subject  to  alteration  and  repeal;  and 
the  value  of  all  property,  so  exempted,  shall,  from  time  to  time,  be  ascertained 
and  published,  as  may  be  directed  by  lav\ . 

Sec  3.  The  general  assembly  shall  provide,  b3-  law.  for  taxing  the  notes  and 
bills  discounted  or  purchased,  moi.eys  loaned,  and  all  other  property  effects,  or 
dues,  of  every  description  (without  deduction),  of  all  banks,  now  existing,  or 
hereafter  created,  and  of  all  bankers,  so  that  all  properly  employed  in  banking, 
shall  always  bear  a  burden  of  taxation,  equal  to  that  imposed  on  the  property 
of  individuals. 

Sec.  4.    The  general  assembly-  shall  provide  for  raising  revenue,  sufficient  to 
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defraj-  the  expenses  of  the  state,  for  each  year,  and  also  a  sufficient  sum  to  pay 
the  interest  on  the  state  debt.  " 

Sec.  5.  No  tax  shall  be  levied,  except  in  pursuance  of  law :  and  every  law 
imposniga  tax,  shall  state,  distinctly,  the  object  of  the  same,  to  which  only,  it 
shall  be  applied 

Sec.  G.  The  state  shall  never  contract  any  debt  for  purposes  of  internal  im- 
provement. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

CORPORATIONS. 

Section  1 .  The  general  assembly  shall  pass  no  special  act  conferring  corpo- 
rate powers. 

Sec.  2.  Corporations  may  be  formed  under  general  laws;  but  all  such  laws 
may,  from  time  to  time,  be  altered  or  repealed. 

Sec.  .3.  Dues  from  corporations  shall  be  secured,  by  such  individual  liability 
of  the  stockholders,  and  other  means,  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law;  but  in  all 
cases,  each  stockholder  shall  be  liable,  over  and  above  the  stock  by  him  or  her 
owned,  and  any  amount  unpaid  thereon,  to  a  further  sum,  at  least  equal  in 
amount  to  such  stock. 

Sec.  4.  The  property  of  corporations,  now^  existing  or  hereafter  created  shall 
torever  be  subject  to  taxation,  the  same  as  the  property  of  individuals 

^,^p-^^\,  No  right  of  way  shall  be  appropriated  to^the  use  of  any  corporation, 
until  full  compensation  therefor  be  first  made  in  money,  or  first  secured  by  a 
deposit  of  money,  to  the  owner,  irrespective  of  any  benefit  from  any  improve- 
ment proposed  by  such  corporation;  which  compensation  shall  be  ascertained 
by  a  jury  of  twelve  men.  in  a  court  of  record,  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law 

Sec.  6.    The  general  assembly  shall  provide  for  the  organization  of  cities'  and 
incorporated  villages,  by  general  laws,  and  resti-ict  their  power  of  taxation 
assessment  borrowing  money,  contracting  debts  and  loaning  their  credit  so  as 
to  prevent  the  abuse  of  such  power.  ,  ov^  «=. 

Sec.  7.  No  act  of  the  general  assembly,  authorizing  associations  with  bankinff 
powers,  shall  take  effect  until  it  shall  be  submitted  to  the  people,  at  the  general 
e  ection  next  succeeding  the  passage  thereof,  and  be  approved  by  a  maiority  of 
all  the  electors,  voting  at  such  election.  ^J^^^^y  "j- 

ARTICLE  XIV.

The  said  commissioners  shall  revise,  reform,  simplify  and  abridge  the 
practice  pleading,  forms  and  proceedings  of  the  courts  of  record  of  this  state  • 
ana,  as  tar  as  practicable  and  expedient,  shall  provide  for  the  abolition  of  the 
distinct  foi-ms  of  action  at  law.  now  in  use.  and  for  the  administration  of  justice 
by  a  uniforni  mode  of  proceeding,  without  reference  to  any  distinction  between 
law  and  equity. 

Sec  3  The  proceedings  of  the  commissioners  shall,  from  time  to  time  be 
reported  to  the  general  assembly,  and  be  subject  to  the  action  of  that  body.

Sec.  2  The  printing  of  the  laws,  journals,  bills,  legislative  documents  and 
papers  for  each  branch  of  the  general  assembly,  with  the  printinsr  i-equired  for 
the  executive  and  other  departments  of  state,  shall  be  let,  on  contract  to  the 
lowest  responsible  bidder,  by  such  executive  officers,  and  in  such  maAner,  as 
shall  be  prescribed  bj'  law.  ' 

Sec.  3.  An  accurate  and  detailed  statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures 
ot  the  public  money,  the  several  amounts  paid,  to  whom,  and  on  what  account, 
sliall,  from  time  to  time,  he  published,  as  shall  be  pi-escribed  by  law 

Sec.  4.     No  person  shall  be  elected  or  appointed  to  any  office  in  the  state 
unless  he  po.ssess  the  qualifications  of  an  elector 

Sec.  5.  No  person  who  shall  hereaftei-  fight  a  duel,  assist  in  the  same  as 
second,  or  send,  accept,  or  knowingly  carry,  a  challenge  therefor,  shall  hold  any 
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Sec.  6.  Lotteries,  and  the  sale  of  lottery  tickets,  for  any  purpose  whatever, 
shall  forever  be  prohibited  in  this  stale 

Sec.  7.  Every  person  chosen  or  appointed  to  any  oflfice  under  this  state, 
before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  its  duties,  shall  take  an  oath  or  affirma- 
tion, to  support  the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  of  this  state,  and  also 
an  oath  of  office. 

Sec.  8.  There  may  be  established,  in  the  secretary  of  state's  office,  a  bureau 
of  statistics,  under  such  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

ARTICLE  XVI. 

AMENDMENTS. 

Section  1.  Either  branch  of  the  general  assembly  may  propose  amendments 
to  this  constitution ;  and,  if  the  same  shall  be  agreed  to,  by  three-fifths  of  the 
members  elected  to  each  house,  such  proposed  amendments  shall  be  entered  en 
the  journals,  with  the  yeas  and  naj's,  and  shall  be  published  in  at  least  one 
newspaper  in  each  county  of  the  state,  where  a  newspaper  is  published,  for  six 
months  preceding  the  next  election  for  senators  and  representatives,  at  which 
time  the  same  shall  be  submitted  to  the  electors,  for  their  approval  or  rejection ; 
and  if  a  majority  of  the  electors,  voting  at  such  election,  shall  adopt  such 
amendments,  the  same  shall  become  a  part  of  the  constitution.  When  more 
than  one  amendment  shall  be  submitted  at  the  same  time,  they  shall  be  so  sub- 
mitted, as  to  enable  the  electors  to  vote  on  each  amendment,  separately. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  two-thirds  of  the  members  elected  to  each  branch  of  the 
general  assembly,  shall  think  it  necessary  to  call  a  convention,  to  revise,  amend, 
or  change  this  constitution,  they  shall  recommend  to  the  electors  to  vote,  at  the 
next  election  of  members  to  the  general  assembly,  for  or  against  a  convention ; 
and  if  ^  majority  of  all  the  electors,  votir:g  at  said  election,  shall  have  voted 
for  a  convention,  the  general  assembly  shall,  at  their  next  session,  provide,  by 
law,  for  calling  the  same.  The  convention  shall  consist  of  as  many  members  as 
the  house  of  representatives,  who  shall  be  chosen  in  the  same  manner,  and  shall 
meet  within  three  months  after  their  election,  for  the  purpose  afoi'esaid. 

Sec.  3.  At  the  general  election,  to  be  held  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  seventy-one,  and  in  each  twentieth  year  thereafter,  the  question: 
"Shall  tliere  be  a  convention  to  revise,  alter,  or  amend  the  constitution,"  shall 
be  submitted  to  the  electors  of  the  state;  and,  in  case  a  majority  of  all  the  elec- 
tors, voting  at  such  election,  shall  decide  in  favor  of  a  convention,  the  general 
assembly,  at  its  next  session,  shall  provide,  by  law,  for  the  election  of  delegates, 
and  the  assembling  of  such  convention,  as  is  provided  in  the  preceding  section; 
but  no  amendment  of  this  constitution,  agreed  upon  by  any  convention  assem- 
bled in  pursuance  of  this  article,  shall  take  effect,  until  the  same  shall  have  been 
submitted  to  the  electors  of  the  state,  and  adopted  by  a  majority  of  those  voting 
thereon. 

SCHEDULE. 

Section  1  All  laws  of  this  state,  in  force  on  the  first  day  of  September,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-one,  not  inconsistent  with  this  constitution, 
shall  continue  in  force  until  amended  or  repealed. 

Sec.  2  The  first  election  for  members  of  the  general  assembly,  under  this 
constitution,  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  October,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  fifty -one. 

Sec.  3.  The  first  election  for  governor,  lieutenant  governor,  auditor,  treasurer, 
and  secretary  of  state  and  attorney  general,  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Tuesday 
of  October,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-one.  The  persons,  holding 
said  offices  on  the  first  day  of  September,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty- 
one,  shall  continue  therein,  until  the  second  Monday  of  January,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  fifty-two. 

Sec.  4.  The  first  election  for  judges  of  the  supreme  court,  courts  of  common 
pleas,  and  probate  courts,  and  clerks  of  the  courts  of  common  pleas,  shall  be 
held  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  October,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty- 
one,  and  the  official  term  of  said  judges  and  clerks,  so  elected,  shall  commence 
on  the  second  Monday  of  February,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fif ty-tv.o. 
Judges  and  clerks  of  the  courts  of  common  pleas  and  supreme  court,  in  office 
on  the  first  day  of  September,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-one,  shall 
continue  in  office  with  tneir  present  powers  and  duties,  until  the  second  Monday 
of  Febnjary,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty -two.  No  suit  or  proceeding, 
pending  in  any  of  the  courts  of  this  state,  shall  be  affected  by  the  adoption  of 
this  constitution. 
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Sec.  5.  The  register  and  receiver  of  the  land  office,  directors  of  the  peniten- 
tiary, directors  of  the  benevolent  institutions  of  the  sAte,  the  state  Hbrarian, 
and  all  other  officers,  not  otherwise  provided  for  in  this  constitution,  in  office  on 
the  first  day  of  September,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fiftj'-one,  shall 
continue  in  office,  until  their  terms  expire,  respectively,  unless  the  general 
assembly  shall  otherwise  pi-ovide. 

Sec.  6.  The  superior  and  commercial  courts  of  Cincinnati,  and  the  superior 
court  of  Cleveland,  shall  remain,  until  otherwise  provided  by  law,  with  their 
present  powers  and  jurisdiction;  and  the  judges  and  clerks  of  said  courts,  in 
office  on  the  first  day  of  September,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-one, 
shall  continue  in  office,  until  the  expiration  of  their  terms  of  office,  respectively, 
or,  until  otherwise  provided  by  law;  but  neither  of  said  courts  shall  continue 
after  the  second  Monday  of  February,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fift}'- 
three;  and  no  suits  shall  be  commenced  in  said  two  first  mentioned  courts,  after 
the  second  Monday  of  February,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-two,  nor 
in  said  last  mentioned  court,  after  the  second  Monday  in  August,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  fifty -two;  and  all  business  in  either  of  said  courts,  not  dis- 
posed of  within  the  time  limited  for  their  continuance  as  aforesaid,  shall  be 
transferred  to  the  court  of  common  pleas. 

Sec.  7.  All  county  and  township  officers  and  justices  of  the  peace,  in  office  on 
the  first  day  of  September,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-one,  shall 
continue  in  office  until  their  terms  expire,  respectively. 

Sec.  8.  Vacancies  in  office,  occurring  after  the  first  day  of  September,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-one,  shall  be  filled  as  is  now  prescribed  by  law, 
and  until  officers  are  elected  or  appointed,  and  qualified,  under  this  consti- 
tution. 

Sec.  9.  This  constitution  shall  take  effect,  on  the  first  day  of  September,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-one. 

Sec.  10.  All  officers  shall  continue  in  office,  until  their  successors  shall  be 
chosen  and  qualified. 

Sec.  11.  Suits  pending  in  the  supreme  court  in  bank,  shall  be  transferred  to 
the  supreme  court  provided  for  in  this  constitution,  and  be  proceeded  in  accord- 
ing to  law. 

Sec.  12.  The  district  courts  shall,  in  their  respective  counties,  be  the  successors 
of  the  present  supreme  court;  and  all  suits,  prosecutions,  judgments,  records 
and  proceedings,  pending  and  remaining  in  said  supreme  court,  in  the  several 
counties  of  any  district,  shall  be  transferred  to  the  respective  district  courts  of 
such  counties,  and  be  proceeded  in,  as  though  no  change  had  been  made  in  said 
supreme  court. 

Sec.  13.  The  said  courts  of  common  pleas,  shall  be  the  successors  of  the 
present  courts  of  common  pleas  in  the  several  counties,  except  as  to  probate 
jurisdiction;  and  all  suits,  prosecutions,  proceedings,  records  and  judgments, 
pending  or  being  in  said  last  mentioned  courts,  except  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  trans- 
ferred to  the  courts  of  common  pleas  created  by  tliis  constitution,  and  proceeded 
in,  as  though  the  same  had  been  therein  instituted. 

Sec.  14.  The  probate  courts  provided  for  in  this  constitution,  as  to  all  matters 
within  the  jurisdiction  conferred  upon  said  courts,  shall  be  the  successors,  in 
the  several  counties  of  the  present  courts  of  common  pleas ;  and  the  records, 
files  and  papers,  business  and  proceedings,  appertaimng  to  said  jurisdiction, 
shall  be  transferred  to  said  courts  of  probate,  and  be  there  proceeded  in, 
according  to  law. 

Sec.  15.  Until  otherwise  provided  by  law,  elections  for  judges  and  clerks  shall 
be  held,  and  the  poll  books  returned,  as  is  provided  for  governor,  and  the  ab- 
stract therefrom,  certffied  to  the  secretary  of  state,  shall  be  by  him  opened,  in 
the  p  esence  of  the  governor,  who  shall  declare  the  result,  and  issue  commis- 
sions to  the  persons  elected. 

Sec.  16.  Where  two  or  more  counties  are  joined  in  a  senatorial,  representative, 
or  judicial  district,  the  returns  of  elections  shall  be  sent  to  the  county,  having 
the  largest  population. 

Sec.  iT.  The  foregoing  constitution  shall  be  submitted  to  the  electors  of  the 
state,  at  an  election  to  be  held  on  the  nurd  Tuesday  of  June,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  fifty -one,  in  the  several  election  districts  of  this  state.  The  ballots 
at  such  election  shall  be  written  or  pruited  as  follows:  Those  in  favor  of  the 
constitution,  "New  Constitution,  Yes;'  those  against  the  constitution,  "New 
Constitution,  No."  The  polls  at  said  election  shall  be  opened  between  the  hours 
of  eight  and  ten  o'clock  a.  m..  and  closed  at  six  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  the  said  elec- 
tion shall  be  conducted,  and  the  i-etunis  thereof  made  and  certified,  to  the 
secretary  of  state,  as  provided  by  law  for  annual  elections  of  state  and  count}' 
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officers.  Within  twenty  days  after  such  election,  the  secretary  of  state  shall 
open  the  returns  thereof,  in  the  presence  of  the  governor;  and,  if  it  shall  appear 
that  a  niajori:;y  of  all  tlie  votes,  cast  at  suen  election,  are  in  favor  of  the  consti- 
tution, the  governor  shall  issue  his  proclamation,  stating  that  fact,  and  said 
constitution  shall  be  the  couotitution  of  the  state  of  Ohio,  and  not  otherwise. 

Sec.  18.  At  the  time  when  the  votes  of  the  electors  shall  be  taken  for  the 
adoption  or  rejection  of  this  constitution,  the  additional  section,  in  the  words 
follov%-ing,  to  Avit:  '"Xo  license  to  traffic  in  intoxicating  Uquors  shall  hereafter  be 
granted  in  this  state:  but  the  general  assembly  may,  by  law,  provide  against 
evils  resulting  therefrom,"  sha'l  be  separately  submitted  to  the  electors  for 
adoption  or  rejection,  in  form  fcJl^wing.  to  wit:  A  separate  ballot  may  be  given 
by  every  elector  and  deposited  in  a  separate  box.  Upon  the  ballots  given  for 
said  separate  amendment  shall  be  written  or  printed,  or  partly  written  and 
partly  printed,  the  words:  "License  to  sell  intoxicating  liquors.  Yes:"'  and  upon 
the  ballots  given  against  said  amendment,  in  like  manner,  to  "nit:  '"License  to 
sell  intoxicating  liquors.  No."  If,  at  the  said  election,  a  majority  of  all  the  votes 
given  for  and  a.^ainst  said  amendment,  shall  contain  the  woi'ds:  "License  to  sell 
intoxicating  hquors,  No,  '  then  the  said  amendment  shall  be  a  separate  section 
of  article  fifteen  of  the  constitution. 

Sec.  19.  The  apportionment  for  the  house  of  representatives,  during  the  first 
decennial  period  under  this  constitution,  shall  be  as  follov.s: 

The  counties  of  Adams,  Allen,  Athens,  Auglaize,  CarrcJ,  Champaign,  Clark, 
Clinton,  Crawford,  Darke,  Delaware.  Erie,  Fayette,  Gallia,  Geauga,  Green,  Han- 
cock, Harrison,  Hocking,  Holmes,  Lake,  Lawrence,  Logan,  Madison,  Marion, 
Meigs,  Morrow,  Perry,  Pickaway,  Pike,  Preble,  Sandusk\',  Scioto,  Shelby  and 
Union,  shall,  severally,  be  entitled  to  one  representative,  in  each  session  of  the 
de -ennial  period. 

'T'le  counties  of  Franklin,  Licking,  Montgomery  and  Stai-k,  shall  each  be 
entitled  to  two  representatives,  in  each  session  of  the  decennial  period. 

The  counties  of  Ashland,  Coshocton,  Highland,  Huron,  Lorain,  Mahoning, 
Medina,  Miami,  Portage,  Seneca,  Summit  and  Warren,  shall,  severally,  be  enti- 
tled to  one  representative,  in  each  session;  and  one  additional  representative.  '  t» 
the  fifth  session  of  the  decennial  period. 

The  counties  of  Ashtabula,  Brown,  Butler,  Clermont  Fairfield,  Guernsey, 
Jefferson,  Knox,  Monroe.  Morgan.  Eichland,  Trumbull,  Tuscarawas  and  Wash- 
ington, shall,  severally,  be  entitled  to  one  representative,  in  each  session :  and 
two  additional  representatives,  one  in  the  third,  and  one  in  the  fourth  session  of 
the  decennial  period. 

The  counties  of  Belmont,  Columbiana,  Ross  and  Wayne,  shall,  severally,  be 
entitled  to  one  representative,  in  each  session :  and  three  additional  representa- 
tives, one  in  the  first,  one  in  the  second,  and  one  in  the  third  session  of  the 
decennial  period.  . 

The  county  of  Muskingum  shall  be  entitled  to  two  representatives,  in  each 
session ;  and  one  additional  representative,  in  the  fifth  session  of  the  decennial 
period. 

The  county  of  Cuyahoga  shall  be  entitled  to  two  representatives,  in  each 
session;  and  two  additional  representatives,  one  in  the  third,  and  one  in  the 
fourth  session  of  the  decennial  period. 

The  county  of  Hamilton  shall  be  entitled  to  seven  representatives,  in  each 
session;  and  four  additional  representatives,  one  in  the  first,  one  in  the  second, 
one  in  the  third,  and  one  in  the  fourth  session,  of  the  decennial  period. 

The  following  counties,  until  they  shall  have  acquired  a  sufficient  population 
to  entitle  them  to  elect,  separately,  under  the  fourth  section  of  the  eleventh 
article,  shall  form  districts  in  manner  following,  to  wit :  The  counties  of  Jack- 
son and  Vinton,  one  district:  the  counties  of  ;Lucas[and  Fulton,  one  district; 
the  counties  of  Wyandot  and  Hardin,  one  district;  the  counties  of  Mercer 
and  Van  Wert,  one  district;  the  counties  of  Paulding,  Defiance  and  Williams, 
one  district;  the  counties  of  Putnam  and  Henr\',  one  district:  and  the  counties 
of  Wood  and  Ottawa,  one  district:  each  of  which  districts  shaU  be  entitled  to 
one  representative,  in  every  session  of  the  decennial  period.

The  act  of  Congress, 
1792,  provided  for  coining  half  dollars,  each  to  be  of  half  the 
value  of  the  dollar,  and  to  contain  185  10-10  grains  of  pure 
silver.  In  1837  (January  18)  the  weight  of  the  half  dollar  was 
fixed  at  206J4  grains  of  standard  silver,  900  fine.

DOLLAR — The  money  unit  of  the  United  States.    Established  under      i 
the  confederation  by  resolution  of  Congress  July  6, 1785.    Coin- 
age was  not  effected  till  after  the  passage  of  the  act  of  April  2, 
1792,  establishing  a  mint.

This  law  provided  for  the  coinage  of  "dollars  or  units,  each  to

The  standard  fineness  of  silver  in  the  United  States  coins,  from 
179:i  to  I806,  was  1,485  parts  of  pure  silver  out  of  1,664,  By  the 
act  of  January  18, 1837,  the  law  was  changed  to  read  a  s  follows : 
"Of  one  thousand  parts  by  weight,  nine  hundred  shall  be  of 
pure  metal  and  one  hiuidred  alloy,"  the  alloy  to  consist  of 
copper;  and  it  was  provided  that  the  weight  of  the  dollar 
should  be  4121^  grains.  This  is  the  "dollar  of  the  daddies."  But 
in  1853,  the  discovery  of  gold  had  so  cheapened  that  me'al, 
that  silver  ceased  to  circulate  and  was  shipped  abroad.

coined 19,343,158  00 

Standard  Gold  is  900  parts  pure  gold  and  100  parts  alloy,  but  the 
act  of  January  18,  ^837,  did  not  specify  the  amount  of  each, 
silver  and  copper,  in  the  alloy  The  Director  of  the  mint 
established  the  rule  of  assaying  gold  at  992 — that  is,  gold  900, 
silver  8,  and  92  parts  copper.

value  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents;  authorized  18.37.    Amount

THREE  DOLLAR  PIECE— Gold,  weighing  77.4  grains;  coined  under  the 
act  of  1853,  but  not  a  favorite  with  banks,  and  consequently 
but  little  call  for  it.  It  is  a  legal  tender  in  payment  of  any  sum 
for  its  face  value.    Amount  coined 1,708,932  00

The  Three  Cent  Silver  Pieces,  coined  in  iBol.  '52  and  '53,  are  a  legal  tender  for 
thirty  cents;  those  coined  since  that  date  are  a  legal  tendei*  in  sums  not  exceed- 
ing five  dollars. 

All  Silver  Coins  less  than  a  dollar,  coined  prior  to  1853,  are  a^  legal  tender  for 
any  sum  at  their  nominal  value;  those  coined  since  1853  for  any  sum  not  over 
five  dollars.

The  Director  of  the  Mint  says:  The  lowest  price  of  silver  was  July  13,  1876, 
which  was  46%  pence  per  ounce,  in  London,  for  .925  fine,  w-hich  makes  the  ratio 
of  gold  and  silver  as  1  to  20.17.  The  highest  average  price  was  in  1859,  when  the 
ratio  was  1  to  15.19.  The  relation  of  gold  to  silver  was  established,  in  1792,  at  1 
of  gold  to  15  of  silver,  but  in  1834  Congress  changed  the  ratio  to  16  of  silver.

TO  MEASURE  GRAIN.— The  United  States  standard  gives  2,150  cubic  inches  in 
a  busheL  Now  as  a  cubic  foot  is  1  728  cubic  inches,  which  is  practically  4-5 
of  2,150,  there  would  always  be  4-5  as  many  bushels  in  anj-  given  place  as 
there  are  feet.  Therefore,  to  find  the  number  of  bushels  contained  in  any 
bin,  find  out  the  number  of  cubic  feet  and  multiply  by  4-5  and  you  have  it  in 
bushels.  For  instance,  a  bin  containing  100  cubic  feet  will  hold  4-5  as  many 
bushels,  or  80. 

TO  MEASURE  GRAIN  ON  THE  FLOOR.— Make  the  pile  in  tho  shape  of  a  pyramid 
or  cone,  and  multiply  the  area  of  the  base  by  1-3  the  height.  To  find  the  area 
of  the  base  multiply  the  square  of  its  diameter  by  the  decimal  .7854  For 
instance,  a  pile  of  grain  is  10  feet  in  diameter  and  six  feet  high,  how  many 
bushels  does  it  contain?  The  diameter  squared  is  100,  and  100  X  7,854  =78,54(J0 
78,5400  X  by  f ^  of  6  =-  78,5400  x  2  -=  157.0800  cubic  feet ;  hence  4-5  of  157.0800  =  the 
number  of  bushels,  which  is  125.66.

MEASUREMENT  OF  HAY.— Ten  cubic  yards  of  meadow  hay  weighs  a  ton. 
When  the  hay  is  taken  out  of  old  or  the  lower  part  of  large  stacks  8  or  9  cubic 
yards  will  make  a  ton :  10  or  12  cubic  yards  of  clover  when  dry  make  a  ton.  Hay 
of  medium  coarseness  stowed  in  barns  requires  from  300  to  400  cubic  feet  to 
make  a  ton .
